Divers Grope for Bodies 


Off-San Francisco Field. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—()— 
Salvagers hoisted a wrecked skyliner 
with its dead crew of three from the 
depths of San Francisco bay today 
and divers groped for the bodies of 
eight passengers while puzzled offi- 
cials sought the cause of the spectec- 

ular plunge within sight of the desti- 
nation of the transport. 

The huge, new plane’s death dive in 
fair weather brought to 43 the num- 
er of persons killed in western 
airplane tragedies since December 15 
and intensified official determination 
to single out and curb the unidenti- 
fied hazards. 

Recovery Efforts Start. 

Recovery efforts started with the 
raising of the 12-ton ship out of 26 
feet of water about three miles off 
the municipal airport south of the 
city. 

Huge cranes brought the wreckage 
to the surface, revealing Pilot A. R. 
“Tommy” Thompson, one of United 
Airlines’ star pilots, crushed to death 
in the control seat. The mangled body 
of Co-Pilot Joe De Cesaro was at 
Thompson's side. 

Near by, in the forward part of the 
plane, was the unscratched body of 
Stewardess Ruth Kimmel. 

Coast guardsmen, using grappling 
hooks, tonight recovered the broken 
body of Mark Fontana, millionaire 
San Francisco food marufacturer, 
from the muddy bottom of the bay 
near where the plane crashed. Search 
for other bodies was discontinued for 
the night, 

The roof of the fuselage was torn 
out, apparently by the impact of the 
eight passengers striking against it as 
the big ship struck the water and flop- 


ped over on its back with terrific force. 
Apparently the passengers’ bodies had

Protested in Georgia Assembly 


Members of the Georgia legislature’ 
joined the South Carolina honse of 
representatives yesterday in protesting 
the issuance of stamps bearing the 
likeness of General William Tecumseh 
Sherman. 

Washington officials said, however, 
it was “too late” to stop the run of 
Sberman stamps, adding: 

“If the South Carolina legislature 
is still in session, tell them for us 
we expect them to substitute the vote 
(against the stamps) for one of con- 
fidence and approval. 

“Perhaps they will be willing to do 
that when they learn the next com- 
memorative issue will carry portraits 
of Genéral Robert E. Lee and ‘Stone- 
wall’ Jackson.” 

The action of the South Carolina 
house was brought to the attention of 
the official speaking, Roy M. North, 
deputy third assistant postmaster gen- 
eral, before the Georgia resolutions 
were introdnced. 

The Georgia senate’s resolution, in 
which the house would be asked to 
concur, would disapprove “commem- 
orating the deeds of General Sher- 
man, and especially his march through 
our great state.” 

The house resolution would approve

Testimony that detectives have 
“shadowed” Edward F. McGrady, 
assistant secretary of labor, while 
he was acting as a conciliator in 
Toledo, and that labor espionage 
has been widely practiced in indus- 
trial plants serves to emphasize the 
preliminary report Just filed by the 
La Follette committee, investigating. 
violations of the right of free speech 
and assembly and interference with 
the rights of labor. 


Even on the basis of a limited 
inquiry, the committee declares that 
“espionage has become the habit 
of American management” and con- 
tinues: 


Until it is stamped out the rights 
of labor to organize, freedom of 
speech, freedom of assembly will be 
meaningless phrases. Men cannot 
meet freely to discuss their grievances 
or organize for economic betterment; 
they may not even express opinions 
on politics or religion so long as the 
machinery of espionage pervades their 
daily life. Nor can industry itself co 
aught but multiply suspicion and dis- 
trust. Industry from fear pays mil- 
lions a year to live in more fear.

The La Follette committee is 
Operating under a senate resolution 
adopted last June, following dis- 
closures that ‘labor spies and 
pseudo police agéncies were being 
loosed upon labor with increasing 
vigor.” The need for a thorough 
inquiry of such a situation having 
been thus driven home, Senator La 
Follette was empowered to proceed 
with an investigation which would 
help in the framing of legislation 
to end labor espionage. 

That the so-called ‘“‘spy industry” 
has become an enormous business 
is shown by the gross income of 
two leading companies in the field,

CO-OPERATION THE SOLUTION 

There is such a thing as a pitcher 
going to the well once too often, 
and there is such a thing as a bill 
being introduced once too often. 
That is exactly the case with House 
Bill No. 242, which repeats the fu- 
tilities of former years by seeking 
to make it “unlawful for any per- 
son, firm, corporation or association 
to solicit from anyone, or to ad- 
vertise in any manner, or in any 
other way, directly or indirectly, 
hold themselves out to the public 
as wanting to become, or as being 
able to become, the executor, ad- 
ministrator, guardian, or trustee of 
any person, firm, corporation, asso- 
ciation, or of any estate.” 

This is the old drive at trust de- 
partments of banks, both in Georgia 
and elsewhere. It is a hardy peren- 
nial in the legislative garden. But 
its regular appearance has not led 
to acceptance in the past, and its 
bobbing up again this session is not 
calculated to bring it any other fate. 

It is based on the mistaken no- 
tion that there is an irreconcilable 
conflict between trust departments 
and lawyers. There is no warrant 
for such a theory. 

As a matter of fact, experience 
has shown that lawyers and the 
banks can co-operate on a mutually 
beneficial basis in trust affairs, aid- 
ing one another, each functioning in 
its own field for the well-being of 
the public. That is just what is 
happening in Atlanta, where repre- 
sentatives of banks and bar have 
worked out a code, which has 
proved both feasible and profitable, 
without hardship on estates, without 
irritation in any quarter. 


Moreover, the understanding has 
been scrupulously kept. There has 
been no encroachment or complaint 
from any direction. That is the cer- 
tain result when reasonable people, 
speaking for separate functions, 
seek a common ground of agree- 
ment upon a fair allocation of serv- 
ices in a twilight zone. And it is 
something which can be had wher- 
ever lawyers and bankers really try 
to meet upon a level and part upon 
a square, 

If, in some communities, there is 
overreaching from either side, if 
banks attempt to take the place of 
attorneys, and vice versa, all that is 
needed to straighten out the situa- 
tion is for both interests to make 
an honest effort to arrive at a 
friendly and logical understanding. 
That is needed, but not the kind of 
arbitrary and unreasonable com- 
pulsion proposed by House Bill 
No, 242. 

The legislature can be relied on 
to give short shrift to this measure. 
It should do so with a vote so over- 
whelming that the vagary will have 
been given a lasting quietus,

World’s Window

Restless Americans. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—There 
is not a spot on earth, no 
matter how out-of-the-way or in- 
accessible, or you find an Amer- 
ican there. met an American 
in Gafsa, the center of asphalt mining 
in north Africa, one of the most 
dreary and God-forsaken hell-holes on 
earth. This man had embraced Mo- 
hammedanism and was living there 
quite content in his house with a 
harem duly superimposed. Other Amer- 
icans were discovered in MHarrar, 
Ethiopia; in Thessalonica, near the 
ruins of the city where St. Paul once 
preached, near the shores of the Dead 
sea, working in a livid heat; and one 
at least in Timbuctoo. 

Of course, every city in Europe, 
from Stalingrad ‘to Armaga, via 
Paris, Rome and Madrid, had its quota 
of Americans. I do not refer to per- 
sons in official Lositions such as news- 
papermen, consular agents, miassion- 
aries and merchants’ agents, but drift- 
ers, expatriates, Bohemians, rebels 
against American life. The years of 
the depression drove many of them 
home, for most djepended for a living 
on the arrival of a regular stipend 
from these shores. Yet some were 
stubborn enough to remain and rather 
face poverty than go back. 

I remember one lad in particular 
quietly tearing up a bunch of Ameri- 
can Telephone shares in the cafe “Le 
Coupule” over in Montparnasse in 
my presence and in the presence of 
Marvin Lowenthal, the writer. His 
mother, a wealthy woman, had sent 
him the valuable documents. But he 
was saying, “No, I won’t be bought,” 
as he tore the shares to shreds and 
he added, “I wished I could do the 
same with my passport.” 


Curiously enough these rebels, in so 
far as I could see, are all of Anglo- 
Saxon stock, sons of long-settled and 
well-to-do families. One wonld not 
expect the roving bug in their blood. 
Nevertheless your Anglo-American 
seems to have the makings of a real 
Bohemian in him. Still this is noth- 
ing new, and if you look at New Eng- 
land’s history the phenomenon be- 
comes quite understandable. All those 
little and big ports along the coast 
north and south of Boston have a 
tradition of sea-adventure, whaling, 
world trade, argosies and slave-trading, 
most of it dating from the days be- 
fore the Civil War 

It was the Confederate privateers 
who put an end to New England’s 
sea-going era. After the Civil War 
railroads began to be built on a large 
scale and the water-trade never re- 
gained its former position of predomi- 
nance, 

And then, of course, there is that 
strong current of individualism and 
love of freedom in the American soul, 
which must also be given its share 
of responsibility for the roving dispo- 
sitions of tens if not hundreds of thou- 
sands of Americans. 

This type has always revolted 
against the idea of settling down and 
conforming, living bourgeoisement and 
meekly accepting the tenets of what 
seems to them a drab and dreary 80- 
ciety, which is dominated by purely 
material interests. The Stevensons, 
Twains, Thoreaus and Melvilles are 
the spiritual ancestors of this type. 

It has always seemed to me a wrong 
procedure to run away from a world 
which you do not like. There is no 
sense in. sitting in a cafe over in 
Montmartre or Cairo chewing the rag 
about the philistinism in American 
life. If we are ever to have a better 
society, more just, more in conformity 
with human dignity, a society wherein 
man is not merely honored because he 
is rich, but only for the fact that he 
is a man, we need persons who will 
set an example in preaching and liv- 
ing according to that nobler view. of 


life.

RESENTMENT WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—In the old days of the 
New Deal, downtown executives were careful not 
to tread upon congressional bunions, Legislators were invited to down- 
town bill-drafting conferences now and then, and were permitted to feel 
they were important. They were not, and knew it, but they liked the 
idea of making believe. : 
This session, the executives seem to feel there is no use in going 
through all that superfluous trouble. They are much too busy to think 
about salving congressmen all the time. 

Thus, Agriculture Secretary Wallace has followed the example of 

his leader, President Roosevelt. The President sent with his court mes- 
sage a_prepared bill, written by his legislative drafters without con- 
sultation with®tohgressional leaders generally. Mr. Wallace decided to 
invite only Senator Smith and Representative Jones, chairmen of the 
agriculture committees, to his conference of farm leaders bent on writ- 
ing farm legislation. , 
_ The murmuring against Mr. Roosevelt has been kept entirely pri- 
Yate, but resentment against Wallace is being openly expressed. The 
house agriculture committee nearly voted to attend the conference with- 
out an invitation the other day. Committee members delayed their farm 
tenant hearings half an hour while they mourned that things were com- 
ing to a pretty pass when they, the lawmakers, were not being properly 
consulted. . 

It may be necessary @r Mr. Wallace to pack the house agriculture 
committee to get his leglation through. 


MAIL There is evidence that people generally do not understand Mr. 
Roosevelt’s proposal to repack the supreme court, or do not 
care, 

A check of several senatorial offices shows that 75 per cent of the 
telegrams and mail on thé subject comes from lawyers, educators, bar 
associations and students, practically all of whom are opposed. Their 
warnings to congressmen express alarm at this method of limitlessly 
changing the constitution by indirection, and also at the prospect of 
what kind of NRA, AAA and other legislation will be enacted if the 
President gets control of the court. | 

The other 25 per cent of the incoming congressional mail is largely 
favorable to the idea. But most of it indicates the writers think that the 
President is trying to aid the court by providing more help for the poor 
old justices over 70 who are overworked. 

It is this mail which is encouraging congressmen to go ahead and 
make a fight for full congressional hearings. If they can get the plan 
fully explained to the country, they are sure they will get a popular 
reaction strong enough to defeat it. 

Their strategy is the League of Nations fight all over again. When 
the war-popular Wilson submitted the Versailles treaty, its adoption 
was considered certain. After weeks of debate devoted to analysis and 
explanation, defeat came easily. 


LOBBYING During the last few days, nearly every congressional 

corner has been filled at one time or another by the 
President’s confidential emissary, Charles West, pointing his finger at 
half a dozen congressional noses in defense of the Roosevelt court re- 
packing program. 

His hearers have the impression the President is alarmed at the hesi- 
tancy of congressmen. 

West’s arguments are said to be entirely practical. His contention 
is that this is the easiest political way out of the constitutional dNemma, 
for both congress and the President. He is also said to be promising 
that Mr. Roosevelt will not go as far as he might after he gets control 
of the court, that not much new legislation will be submitted, and in 
not much stronger doses than congress has been accustomed to.

They would be suspicious of an ef- 
ficient, conscientious man with a 
knowledge of administration and fi- 
nance as well as politics. 

The only thing that governs larceny 
in Chicago is the amount of money 
available for stealing or grafting. 
When times are bad, naturally the 
pickings are not so good, but rarely is 
there any restraint on account of an 
aroused state of the public mind, and 
there are mere braifistorms. 

Occasionally some ambitious poli- 
tician gets a few indictments and 
kicks up a row of righteousness to 
promote his own little career, but they 


never convict an important thief, and 


things just go along from year to year 


and from generation to generation. 


It is a marvel that Chicago stands 
kind of 
government and its costs and losses. 
People in the income tax brackets 
reckon on having to pay the federal 
income tax on such income as they 
are unable to conceal from the collec- 
tors. But nobody in Chicago or Illi- 
nois at large, with the possible excep- 
tion of some few nuts on the subject 
of civic duty, ever thinks of paying 
the personal property tax in full, and 
there is no state income tax.

state income tax it 
would only cause 
more corruption, be- 
cause the habit of the community, the 
tradition and civic morality are such 
that people would naturally expect to 
go around and put in the fix with the 
ward captain, who would straighten 
things out for 25 per cent, or some- 
thing like that. The state would get 
only a small percentage of its due. 
You might say the state income tax 
bureau would be able to draw on the 
federal returns for comparisons, | but 
now you are talking about New York, 
not Chicago or Illinois. They are 
more docile in the east, though not 
necessarily more conscientious. In- 
stead of an income tax, they have a 


sales tax, which bears on the people 


who are really dirt-poor and hungry- 
poor the same as on the millionaire. 
But the sales tax is not entirely 
collectible, and there you have larceny, 
too. They also have a personal prop- 
erty tax, but that is a joke, for it per- 
mits a man to make his own appraisal, 
and he is taxed on only 37 per cent of 
that figure. ‘They use the telephone 
hook for a tax list, and the local as- 
sessor has just dropped 600,000 people 
from the roll on the ground that it 
would be too much bother and too 
great an expense to pursue the matter.

But when 
the Chicago Daily News ran an ex- 
pose of gambling joints under political 
protection the people clipped the 
stories so as to preserve the addresses, 
and you could not park within a block 
of them after that, so great was the 
rush of business. 

This is the cockeyedest, the most 
abandoned, what-the-hell government 
of a major community in all the civil- 
ized world, but it has always been 
that way, and life goes on, and there 
you are. They must do it with mir- 


rors.

People are naturally, and properly, 
conservative about their fundamental 
system and law. All of us, whatever 
we say, were shocked when the Presi- 
dent made his proposal for a change 
n the rule of tenure for supreme 
court justices, And all of us, what- 
ever else we say, know that one of 
his objectives is to secure at this vital 
moment in the nation’s history a 
court more sympathetic, legally and 
morally, with political measures he be- 
lieves imperative to the economics of 
a machine age. 


Most of us are inclined to be of 
two minds. We are inclined, once 
the shock is over, to think the pro- 
posed reform, of itself, a good thing. 
But we are also inclined to question 
both the propriety and the *isdom of 
accomplishing it at a time when it 
would amount to a packing of. the 
court for and by the President and a 
winning for him by indirection what 
should be had directly, if at all. 


This column does not agree with 
those who fear the President is seek- 
ing supreme power over all three arms 
of government. We look upon his 
proposal rather as a move to make use 
of a nearly supreme power which the 
people have already given him, and 
which he feels it his duty to use in 
their interest. Granting, as many of 
the country’s greatest present and 
past statesmen have, that the reform 
is a good one, could it be accom- 
plished at any other time than the 
present? Without the overwhelming 
publie confidence and political dom- 
ination Franklin Roosevelt possesses 
today, could a presidential or any 
other proposal for such a reform of 
the court be accomplished. In view 
of the touchiness of Americans on 
their constitution and fundamental 
law, we do not believe it could. 


If the reform is a good one, and if 
it could not be accomplished except 
at a time like this when presidential 
prestige is so great, it is possible to 
offer as an argument for, rather than 
against it, the fact that it would en- 
able the President to put through a 
legislative program which has lately 
had more indorsement at the polls 
than even a constitutional amendment 
requires. On the other hand, you 
can’t get away from that ugly term 
“nacking the court,” and all it im- 
plies. If any other man in any other 
circumstances could have made the 
proposal it would have been so much 
better. But could any other man in 
any other circumstances have made it 
with any hope of getting it done? We 
doubt it. 


Refusal of Wall Street and the 
stock market to remain depressed in- 
dicates, to our mind, not only how 
basic is the business health of the 
country, but also how subject the 
President’s proposal ia to reassuring 
afterthought. Right or wrong, it 
doesn’t mean the end of the world or 
the overthrow of our American sys- 
tem. If it establishes a dangerous 
precedent it is one so circumstanced 
with an almost unprecedented popular 
approval of a president that it can- 
not come often again. If it gives the 
executive arm excessive power over 
the judicial one in the matter of the

As a young minister he entered the 
Texas conferences in 1889, and in the 
succeeding years he held pastorates at 
Bryan, Austin, Caldwell, Galveston, 
Flatonio, Abilene, Fort Worth. He 
also served a pastorate in Kansas 
City, Mo. 

In 1908 he was made professor of 
theology at Southwestern University 
at Georgetown, Texas, and it was 
while serving in this capacity two 
years later that he became a bishop. 

Born in South Carolina, 

He was born at Spartanburg, §S. C.. 
and was graduated from Wofford 
College at Spartanburg in 1889. 

He held a number of honorary de- 
grees, He was awarded the degree, 
doctor of divinity, by Southwestern 
University in 1905. The same institu- 
tion conferred the degree, doctor of 
laws, upon him in 1911. Duke Uni- 
versitv also gave him that degree in 


1930 and Southern Methodist Univer- 
j aty in 1935.

The new bills are not’ effective 
until July 1. It was not desired to 
start the turnover in the department 
of education unil the compleion of 
the present school term, 

Dr. Collins furnished a néw pen 
with which Governor Rivers signed 
the bills. 

“I am happy at the successful con- 
clusion of the Governor's long effort 
in behalf of the poor school children 
of our state,” the superintendent said. 
“For years he has been fighting for 
equality and at last we have it.” 


The same bills approved yesterday 
by Governor Rivers were sponsored 
by him in the genéral assembly two 
years ago when he was speaker of the 
ouse. of representatives. He got 
them by the house and also by the 
senate, despite the opposition of Gov- 
ernor Talmadge, Talmadge vetoed both 
measures, 


Professor J. Harold Saxon, of Quit- 
man, president of the Georgia Edu- 
eation Association, was on hand to 
witness the event and to thank Gov- 
ernor Rivers on behalf of the teachers 
of the state. 

“Greatest Day.” 

“This is the greatest day the teach- 
ers and pupils of Georgia’s common 
schools have ever had,” Professor Sax- 
-en told the Governor. “It will be one 
which will live forever in the minds 
and the hearts of those interested in 
the education of the pupils attending 
our common schools,” 

The Governor replied that he was 
happier over the accomplishment than 
anyone else in Georgia. 

The school legislation was conclud- 
ed only a day or two ahead of the 
social security measures and the Riv- 
ers’ sponsored highway patrol, which 
is scheduled for final consideration by 
the senate today. 

While the senate was adopting the 
house-approved social security bills the 
house was engaged in a day-long wran- 
gle over the proposed incorporation of 
the eGorgia bar. This matter did not 
reach a vote, but is expected to be 
finally disposed of today. Speaker 
Roy Harris said last nfght he antici- 
pated a final vote by noon. There 
was sharp conflict over the bill yes- 
terday and the result of the fight is 
still much in doubt. 


Senate Amends Bills. 


Senate amendments to the social 
security legislation will require these 
bills to go back to the house for con- 
currence in the changes. 

They were the old age pension, aid 
to dependent children and assistance 
to the blind acts, likewise passed 
unanimously by the lower house. 

The major amendment attached to 
all three by the senate was proposed 
by Senator Lindsay, of Decatur, to 
prevent counties from being forced to 
levy taxes “in excess of the reasonable 
ability of such county to raise” funds 
to pay 10 per cent of the social se- 
curity cost. 

The amendment, virtually the same 
as one attached to the welfare depart- 
ment reorganization act after a long 
senate debate, would insure counties 
against necessity of levying ‘‘confisca- 
tory taxes.” 

The house spent practically all of 
; its time discussing the bar bill in 
committee of the whole. 

The major fight on the floor so far 
this session, yesterdays debate was 
continued until today when the house 
reached its customary adjourning hour 
of 1:30 p.

Filled with the issue of “big city 
lawyers vs. small town lawyers,” the 
argument attracted numerous repre- 
sentatives to the floor. 

Filibuster Threat. 

Ground work for a filibuster was 
laid when opponents of the measure 
introduced nearly a score of amend- 
ments, proponente of the original bill, 
admittedly seeking to overcome ob- 
jections of some assailants of the bill, 
introduced a substitute measure “re- 
moving the chief bone of contention.”

charge of the two programs, the as-

Of the three schoo! buildings in 
volved, two are high schools and the 
other is a grammar Counts 
officials had been hopeful of securing 
PWA grants to.cover the cost of con- 
struction, 

The agreement which county au- 
thorities are charged with ignoring 
concerns completion of the sewer con 
necting the Clayton disposal plants 
with the city’s main sewage syatem. 
according to Colonel Hackett. Abt the 
time the county undertook the exten- 
sive improvements with the aid of gov 
ernment funds it was necessary to 
break the project up into several parts 
in order for some of it to come under 
WHA treatinent.

THE NO TRUMP TAKE-OUT. 


To change the opener’s suit by tak- 
ing him out into another suit or no 
trump is called a take-out. The take- 
out, while it does not necessarily deny 
all support for the opener’s suit, does 
say that, in the opinion of the re- 
sponder, a better contract may be 
found. A take-out in no trump por- 
trays three qualities of the responding 
hand: 

1. A minimum number of honor 
tricks, the amount depending on 
whether the take-out is one, two or 
three no trump. 2. Balanced distri- 
bution and, therefore, a desire or at 
least a willingness to play the hand 
at no trump. 3. Lack of a biddable 
suit or of sufficient trump support to 
justify a raise. 

While a biddable suit sometimes 
may be hfdden behind a no trump 
take-out, or adequate trump support 
may be included, the fact that the re- 
sponder chooses to bid no trump 
means that he feels that no trump 
response best expresses the nature of 
his hand. 

The responder has three available 
no trump responses: 1. One no trump, 
a negative response which shows a 
weak hand and little hope of games 
unless the opener has well above a 
minimum, 2, Two no trump. a forcing 
bid which must be carried to game 
(unless the responder has previously 
passed.) Three no trump, which 
is a hand almost identical to an 
opening one no trum) bid. but is 
strictly limited to 31-2 to 4 honor 
tricks with 4-3-3-3 distribution.

in order to win nine tricks. And if 
each defender holds one ace South 
must be certain to knock out West's 
first. For, in that case, West cannot 
continue clubs witho letting. South 
make three club tricks instead of only 
two. But if East’s ace be attacked 
first he can safely lead clubs and 
establish the suit. And then West is 
in position to run the suit when his 
ace gives him the lead. 

Now, if East has both aces, or if 
West has only four clubs, South can- 
not lose the hand. Otherwise South’s 
contract stands or falls on his ability 
as a guesser. But it doesn't have to! 

South’s proper play is to duck the 
first club altogether! He still will 
make two club tricks, for he still can 
finesse through West’s king. But note 
the vital difference. 

If East continues clubs at the sec- 
ond trick, South wins with his own 
queen or dummy’s ace. Now he knocks 
out an ace. If it be East's, he has no 
club to lead; if West's, he never can 
regain the lead! 

The only loss occurs when West 
holds both aces, but that is less than 
half as likely as a split of the two 
aces. So, on hands of this type, throw 
away the turban and the crystal. Rely 
on _technique instead of clairvoy- 


ance! 
TODAY’S QUESTION. 

Question: You state in some book 
or other that it is better to play for 
penalties than for game and rubber 
bonuses. Why? 

Answer: Don’t say “some book or 
other.” I’ve stated it in every book 
and many times, besides, in this col- 
umn. More accurately, I advocate 
choosing penalties rather than rough- 
ly equivalent bonuses. (Naturally, 
you shouldn’t give up a rubber for 
a measly 100 points.) 

The choice is dictated largely by 
human fallibility. Say, for example, 
you either can  aet the opponents’ 
three tricks, not vulnerable, or take 
the rubber. You realize you may be 
slightly off in your appraisal of the 
hand. If you bid your own game a 
mistake will land you in the red. If 
you double, a mistake will cost you 
a couple of hundred points, but you 
still will beat them and make a 
profit on the transaction. Further- 
more, if they make a mistake, you 
profit more when you've doubled 
them. Then the mistake gives you 200 
points instead of just 30 points for 
an extra trick. :

‘The “arti- 
cle was captioned *“‘Two Popular At- 
lantans Unite Their Destiny,” and be- 
neath the caption was printed ‘Miss 
Corrie Hoyt marries George M. Brown. | 
An immense crowd witnesses the, 
solemnization of the nuptials.” 

Account Reprinted. 

The description was headed with 
the quotation ‘‘Marriage bells! . What 
a world of joy their melody foretells,” 
and ended with “The Constitution save 
to the young couple who has just 
braved the perilous currents of the 
matrimonial sea—may you live long 
and prosper.” 

The account of the wedding shows 
the difference in writing a wedding of 
50 years ago with one described in 
the newspapers of today. 

Note the fact that there is not a 
line about what the bride and her at- 
tendants wore in the Hoyt-Brown 
wedding. Omission of these important 
descriptions would be regarded as in- 
excusable in the account of a marriage 
of the present era, The account fol- | 
lows: 

“One of the most brilliant weddings | 
that has occurred in Atlanta for sev- | 
eral years was solemnized last night |

He per- | 
formed beautiful selections, ranging | 
from the stately and solemn marches | 
of Wagner and Mendelssohn to the | 
romantic and sprightly productions of | 
lighter composers. 

Under the inspiring strains of the | 
grand organ, the immense concourse 
of people sat quiet and contented and | 
did not manifest any impatience dur- | 
ing the somewhat protracted wait. 

While they were awaiting the ar- 
rival of the wedding party they had | 
an opportunity to view the beautiful | 
decorations which were profusely dis- | 
played on every side.

No one, I assume, enjoys 
being in jail. _ Having broken into the newspaper busi- 
ness as a police reporter, I recall that all jails smelled 
about alike. There was a very definite atmosphere of 
disinfectant which seemed to conquer germs with its 
odor, chewing tobacco, cockroaches and tension. 


The purchasing agent for the jail at Nashville, Tenn- 
O-See, used to purchase a disinfectant which possessed 
an odor so powerful that any self-respecting germ en- 
countering it very promptly gave up the ghost. The 
cockroaches were living examples of the proof of the 
survival of the fittest theory. Only the strong survived. 
The constables and gendarmes worked in shifts and got 
some fresh air, as did the police reporters, who are, inci- 
dentally, about the most valuable reporters a paper has.

PINKERTON IS ACCUSED 
OF “EVADING’ U. 5. LAW} 


La Follette Says Labor ‘Spy’ 
Head Failed To Register 
Operatives in ‘Probes.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. —(P)—A 
long inquiry into industrial espionage 
drove to another climax today when 
Senator La Follette, Progressive, Wis- 
consin, angrily accused the Pinkerton 
detective agency of “evading” state 
and federal law. 

La Follette, chairman of the senate 
ciril liberties committee, said the Pink- 
erton agency had cireumy ented a Wis- 
consin statute requiring registration 
of operatives engaged in labor under- 
cover investigations. He drew his 
conclusion from testimony introduced 
at the committee's inquiry into assert- 
ed interference with collective bar- 
gaining. 

“Evade” Federal Law. 

Later he read from a Pinkerton 
general order a passage which he in- 
terpreted as a “clear intent to evade” 
a federal law prohibiting use by the 
federal government of Pinkerton de- 
tectives. 

The order described how the fed- 
eral statute, enacted in 1893 after the 
Homestead (Pa.) riots, had been 
“overcome” by government officials 
“rendering” two bills, one on plain 
paper bearing no reference to the 
agency. 

Robert Pinkerton, president of the 
agency, agreed with La Follette this 
order was a “clear intent to evade the 
aw.” He added, however, that the 
order had been written many years 
ago and they knew of no instance of 
government officials employing’ the 
agency since enactment of the law. 


To Produce Records. 

La Follette directed Pinkerton to} 

| provide the committee with all records | 
from 1893 to the present covering any 


| service his organization might have 


performed for federal employes. 

La Follete accused the Pinkerton 
agency of violating an agreement to 
provide the committee with all writ- 
ten reports submitted by operatives in 
industrial plants after the agency was 
subpoenaed. 


Asher Rossetter, Pinkerton general 
manager, said an order had gone out 
from New York headquarters to all 
division managers to discontinue writ- 
ten reports on labor matters as soon 
as the subpoena was served. 

The senator read from a deposition 
by Edward V. Burnett, who said he 
had been ordered to make two separate 
reports in writing, one to his Pinker- 
ton superior, and the other to a client 
company. 

Assigned to Probe. 

Burnett said he was assigned to an 
investigation for Brown, Knecht & 
Heinemann, an_ industrial chemical

Address on Drouth 
Made by Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(#)— 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
drouth message to congress today: 

I transmit herewith for the in- 
formation of the congress, the re- 
port of the great plains committee 
under the title, “The Future of the 
Great Plains.” 

The report indicates clearly that 
the problem of the great plains is 
not merely one of relief of a coura- 
geous and energetic people who have

been stricken by several years of 
drouth during a period of economic 
depression. It is much more fun- 
damental than that. Depression 
and drouth have only aeceutuated 
a situation which has been long de- 
veloping. The problem is one of 
arresting the decline vf an agricul- 
tural economy not adapted to the 
climatic conditions because of lack 
of information and _ understanding 
at the time of settlements, and of 
readjusting that economy in the 
light of later experience and of sci- 
entific information now available. 

The settlers of the oo brought 
with them agricultural practices de- 
veloped in the more humid regions 
from which they came. 

PLAN FJR CONSERVATION 
OF ALL AVAILABLE WATER 

By historic circumstance the pe- 
riod of settlements was generally 
one of rainfall above the average, 
and, although water was known to 
be scarce, the practices then ap- 
peared to be suitable. The long- 
run experience, however, has dis- 
closed that the rainfall of the area 
hovers around and, for considerable 
periods, falls below the critical 
point at which it is possible to 
grow crops by the agricultural 
methods common to humid regivns. 
A new economy must be developed 
which is based on the conservation 
and the effective utilization of all 
the water available, especially that 
which falls as rain and snow; an 
economy which represents general- 
ly a more rational adjustment of 
the organization of agriculture and 
cropping plans and methods to nat- 
ural conditions. 

The whole subject of drouth on 
the great plains dovetails into the 
studies made by the national re- 
sources committee in the larger as- 
pect of public works planning. Pre- 
vious and current studies of land 
and water problems have been un- 
dertaken on a nation-widé basis. In 
this report they have heen re- 
worked and applied by the great 
plains committee’ in co-operation 
with other federal agencies and 
with state and regional planning 
agencies as a component part of 
our desire to develop a program 
of constructive action for the 
drouth area. 
| PROGRAM ADOPTED 
Is TO BE CU-OPERATIVE 

Whaterer program is adopted must 
be co-operative and will require 
complementary lines of action by 
the federal government. state gov- 
ernments and all the citizens of the 
region individually. Each has ma- 
terial interests at stake and can 
no longer afford to defer construc- 
tive action: each has moral respon- 
sibility for unwitting contribations 
to the causes of the present situa- 
tion: and especially each has re 
sponsibility for undertaking lines 
of action essential to effectiveness 
of action by the others.

NEW DROUTH SCHEME 
URutD BY ROOSEVELT 


U. S.-State Unit Asked To 
Govern Conservation of 
Water Resources. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—()— 
President Roosevelt urged congress 
today to formulate a “long-run” poli- 
cy for readjusting the agricultural 
economy of prairie staies combating 
drouth and dust storms. 

In transmitting a report from his 
great plains drouth committee “for 
the information” of congress, the Pres- 
ident suggested a federal-state-private 
alliance in a “new economy” based 
on conservation and effective utiliza- 
tion of water resources. 

The committee report stressed the 
need for a permanent change in farm- 
ing methods in the drouth-devastated 
prairie region. It proposed creation 
of a new federal agency to direct 
the program in, co-operation with 
States and private organizations, 

“If economic deterioriation of the 
great plains regions . . . is to be 
stopped, it will be only because the 
nation takes the situation in hand 
promtly, emphatically and complete- 
ly,” said the commission in a 194- 
pace report to the President. 

The area involved covers much of 
the land between the Mississippi river 
and the Rocky mountains from Can- 
ada to Mexico. Morris Cooke, who — 
recently resigned as rural electrifici- 
tion administrator, is chairman of the 
committee. 

The lives of some 4,000,000 persons 
would he affected by the President's 
proposal. 

The population of the olaine,

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


IV—Pistols and Revolvers. 
A few hundred years ago, a French 
soldier wrote about gunpowder, and 
here is the translation of his words: 
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Old-time two-barrelled pistol above, 
_ modern automatic being loaded 
ow. 


“I do not see how it could have 
been the will of Providence for this 
weapon to be invented. I, myself, still 
bear the marks it has left, and even 
now they cause me to suffer much 


weakness. I have seen brave men kill- 
ed with it, and they were struck down 
by those horrible bullets fired by cow- 
ardly knaves. Those knaves would 
never have dared to meet true sol- 
diers face-to-face and hand-to-hand. 
All this is a trick of Satan to make 
human beings kill one another.” 

Whether or not gunpowder was “a 
trick of Satan,” it came into wider 
and wider use. Cannon and smaller 
guns of many kinds were made for 
the work of death. 


About 300 years ago an Italian 
made a very short gun which could be 
held in one hand while fired. The 
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Italian lived in the town named Pis- 


toia, and the weapon later came to 
be called a “pistol.” 

The first pistols had only a sin- 
gle barrel, and they had to be loaded 
over again each time a shot was 
fired. Later pistols had two barrels, 
sometimes side by side, sometimes one 
over the other. 

After the double-barreled pistol 
came others with several barrels, often 
as many as seven or eight. These were 
“revolvers” of a sort. The barrels 
kept turning or revolving, as shots 
were fired. As time went on, it was 
found that the weapon did not need 
to have more than one barrel. A 
bullet-holder was made to revolve, and 
several shots could be fired quickly 
through the same barrel. 

About a half century ago, an “au- 
tomatic” pistol] was invented. This 
type of weapon fires shots in a great 
hurry. It is used for warfare by most 
modern armies, but a few nations 
still arm their men with revolvers. 

The old-time dueling pistol was 
usually a single-hbarreled, single-shot 
weapon. Many men had the foolish 
idea they could “save their honor’ 
by fighting duels. Sometimes a duel 
ended in an amusing way. When a 
certain Duke of York fought Colonel 
Lennox, back in the year 1789, neither 
was hurt by a bullet but one of the 
curls in the duke’s wig was shot off!

COX SAYS COURT PLA 
PRLS STATES RIGHTS 


Georgians in Capital Oppose 
Enlarging of Supreme 
Court. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Geor- 
gians on both sides of the capitol to- 
day eschewed a liking for that part 
of President Roosevelt’s supreme court 
bill which would permit an increase 
from nine to 15 members of supreme 
court justices. 

In the house, Representative Eu- 
gene E. Cox, Camilla, joined with 
Representative Lamneck, Democrat, 
Ohio, in denouncing the proposed in- 
crease as a means of changing the 
basic laws of the land. 

Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., a 
consistent supporter of the chief ex- 
ecutive heretofore, said he opposed the 
increase but was unprepared to com- 
ment on that part of the proposal 
to reorganize the lower courts. The 
senior Georgia senator, Walter F. 
George, is reserving comment, 

“Tampering,” Says Cox. 

So outspoken is Representative Cox 
against “tampering with the supreme 
court” that he today was named chair- 
man of a steering committee in the 
house to line up members against the 
Roosevelt plans. 

“The supreme court has been the 
chief support of the south in efforts 
of the states to preserve the principle 


tions,” Judge Cox declared after tell- 
ing the house that the President’s rec- 
ommendations ‘“‘constitute the most ter- 
rible threat to constitutinal govern- 
ment that has arisen in the entire 
history of the country.” 

He added that were the Pres!- 
dent’s recommendations enacted into 
law, state sovereignty “dies and the 
power to handle troublesome social 
problems passes into the hands of the 
national government.” 

Fine Things Done. 

“Living within the presence of the 
fine things which the President has 
accomplished,” he said on the floor 
immediately after Representative Lam- 
neck had finished a half-hour criti- 
cism of the presidential court mes- 
sage, “it is difficult to withhold from 
him a power which he wants, but his 
recommendation that the membership 
of the supreme court be increased 
from nine to 15, thereby enabling him 
through willing appointees, to change 
the meaning of our basic laws and 


for something which no man in al! 
this world ought to enjoy. 

“The recommendation constitutes the 
most terrible threat to constitutional 
government that has arisen in the en- 
tire history of the country. It is na- 
tionalism with a vengeance, and car- 
ried into effect would mean the end 
of the doctrine of state’s rights. In 
the sense that it makes possible 
changes in the meaning of the consti- 
tution by legislative and executive 
power, it violates the principle of the 
sovereignty of the people. 

Upset Whole System. 

“Tt would upset our whole system 
of checks and balances, establish exec- 
utive control over the judiciary and 
destroy the majesty of the law. A po- 
litical and terrorized court is no trib- 
unal of justice, and with the inde- 
pendence of the supreme court destroy- 
ed and it made a pliable tool in the 


a government of men instead of a gov-| 
ernment of law. My sense of politi- | 
cal responsibility and political moral- | 
ity impels me to resist. I pray God 
that no such calamity may ever be- 
fall this country that we all love, 
as the vesting of all nower of govern- 
ment in the hands of any man.”

FLOOD WATCH DOUBLED 


Crews Strengthen Levees 
Downstream as Raging 
Waters Move South. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 10.—()}— 
An anxious but confident watch Upon 
the levees of the lower Mississippi was 
redoubled tonight as the crest of the 
river’s greatest flood crept past Mem- 
phis.and on toward Helena, Vicksburg 
and New Orleans. 

Here the river level stood station- 
ary, indicating the peak was at hand. 


Upstream the gauges fell with increas- 
ing rapidity, relieving engineers of all 
concern for beleaguered Cairo. But 
down the river the rise was on. 

_ ,Confident They'll Hold. 

Confident that the levees of Arkan- 
sas, Mississippi and Louisiana would 
hold as solidly as have the upstream 
dykes, engineers nevertheless took no 
chances. _Crews were busy sandbag- 
ging possible weakspots and in many 
places building the levees higher. 

Meanwhile, reporting 83,486 refu- 
gees in the care of the Red Cross in 
the Memphis area, George E. Myer, in 
charge of relief work, estimated that 

{000,000 would be needed to help 
13,795 families rebuild and refurnish 
their flood-devastated homes. 

_ The flood’s death toll was reportedly 
increased by two. Tommie Henson, 
28, of Raleigh, Tenn., and Dan Mann, 
24, of Brownsville, Tenn., Red Cross 
workers, were missing after the sink- 
ing of a skiff in which they were rid- 
ing near Tunica, Miss., they were be- 
lieved to have drowned. wo others 
were rescued.

Prisoner Termed a ‘Dead 
Ringer’ for Mattson 
Abductor. 


SEATTLE, Feb. 10.—(#)—State 
police said tonight the man held here 
in connection with the kidnaping of 
Charles Mattson was arrested at a 
downtown hotel where he registered 
as “Tim Donovan,” the same first 
name used in the crudely printed $23S,- 

ransom note left at the Mattson 
home by the kidnaper December 27. 

Police declined to elaborate. Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation agents 
declined comment. 

The prisoner, booked as H. A. Post, 
$2, seaman, was arrested yesterday. 
Also known as James G. McDonald, 
he had been sought since February 5 
on “general pickup orders.” 

The prisoner, a former convict of 
San Quentin prison, California, has 
denied knowledge of the kidnaping and 
death of 10-year-old Charles. 


Answers Description. 


Chief William Cole, of the state pa- 
trol, who ordered the man’s arrest 
last night, said Post answered the kid- 
naper’s description perfectly. Many 
other persons, however, have been ar- 
rested for their resemblance to the 
killer. They have been released. 

Federal agents suddenly started an 
exhaustive perusal of police bulletins 
after three of them questioned Post. 

State and Tacoma police at Ameri- 
can Lake, near Tacoma, sought for 
questioning a red-haired woman, de- 
scribed by Cole as the prisoner's re- 
cent companion. 

Called “Dead Ringer.” 

Cole termed Post a “dead ringer” for 
Witnesses’ descriptions of the man who 
kidnaped the 10-year-old son of a Ta- 
coma physician December 27. Charles’ 
nude and battered body was found 
near Everett, Wash., January 12. He 
had been slain before his father, Dr. 
W. W. Mattson, could contact the 
kidnapers to pay the $28,000 ransom 
demanded. 

Cole described the prisoner as 5 feet 
10 1-2 inches tall but appearing sev- 
eral inches shorter because of his 
posture; swarthy complexioned; with 
high cheek bones, a broken nose and 
dark brown hair. 

The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion’s description of the Mattson ab- 
ductor includes: About 30 years old; 
5 feet 7 or 8 inches tall; 155-165 
pounds; swarthy, did not stand erect ; 
dimple in chin; hairy hands, slightly 
foreign accent, speaks brokenly, ap- 
pears to be of southern European éx- 
traction.
